Response to Arguments 



1 . Applicant's arguments filed 8/5/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Hori et al teaches using an extrusion lubricant and that the 
use of the extrusion lubricant makes Hori et al uncombinable with Adams et al. It is 
unnecessary, however, that inventions of references be physically combinable to render 
obvious an applicant's invention. In re Sneed, 710 F.2d 1544, 1550, 218 USPQ 385, 
389 (Fed. Cir. 1983). The test for obviousness is not whether the features of a 
reference may be bodily incorporated into the structure of another reference but what 
the combined teachings of those reference would have suggested to those of ordinary 
skill in the art. In re Keller, 642 F.2d 41 3, 425, 208 USPQ 871 , 881 (CCPA 1 981 ). 

In the present case, it would be prima facie obvious to combine a susceptor 
material as taught by Hori et al with the material in the process taught by Adams et al. 
The process taught by Adams et al does not require an extrusion lubricant and therefore 
it would be prima facie obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to not add an extrusion 
lubricant to save the cost of the unneeded material. However, at the time of the 
invention, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to add 
graphite to the product made by Adams et al. The motivation to do so would have been 



to create an electrically conductive product. 
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
